NEW CARS LOOM 

The conviction is growing that the 
Summer will see the introduction of 
some new cars in the lower price 
ranges. The present year has al- 
ready made some interesting history 
in the matter of production and 
Sales. It seems likely that it will 
write some in the matter of shifts 
in the line-up of car lines. If only 
a portion of the rumors materialize, 
1928 will prove an especially out- 
standing year in the industry 

Increased branching out by some 
of the big makers in the manu- 
facture of parts and accessories is 

also seen as a probable develop- 
ment in the near future. 

Progress is being steadily made in 
the industry, along lines other than 
the external appearance of the cars. 
Standards on twenty-one subjects 
have had the approval of the So- 
ciety of Automotive Engineers, and 
the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce and the Rubber Asso- 
ciation of America have jointly 
approved seventeen sizes of balloon 
tires. 

These are among the things that 
indicate that the car of the future 
will have a family likeness, at least, 
to others in its general price class. 
The trend is to the advantage of 
the public, since the approach of 
even near-standardization gives 
opportunity for economy in pur- 
chase, manufacture and sales to the 
factory. The car of extremely un- 
usual novelty in appearance does 


not now seem to be a likelihood in} 


‘the picture. 

EMPLOYMENT SITUATION 

Especially in some of the highly 
Skilled trades, labor is in quite as 
active demand here as it has been 
lately. Good men gre still being 
taken on, but some average men 
have been laid off, too. The last 
weekly report from the orgapized 
employers in Detroit proper showed 
a total of 2,662 men added to the 
pay rolls, a comparatively large 
number for one week's increase. 
The total now stands at 256.497, an 
increase of 30,269 over the number 
employed here a year ago.
